Pears do well in most soils and climate conditions. Lovers of fine 
pears should include the popular summer Bartlett with some fall 
and winter varieties which are even finer quality and flavor. Pears 
produce better when two varieties are planted to pollenize each 
other. An exception is that Seckle and Bartlett do not pollenate 
each other. 

Anjou. Juicy, sweet and rich, best late variety. Winter. 

Bartlett. Large, golden yellow, blush cheek. Summer. 

Bosc. Large yellow, bronze, tender, juicy. Winter. 

Gorham. Large yellow, like Bartlett, but two weeks later. Flesh 
white, tender, and juicy. Keeps months longer. 

Seckle. Small yellow russet, very rich. Fall. 

Winter Nelis. Fine grained flesh, sweet, aromatic. Winter. 


PEACHES AND APRICOTS 


While these two species are self-fruited, crops will be increased 
by planting more than one variety for cross pollenation. 


APRICOTS 


A delicious fruit that produces well here; ripening period be- 
tween cherries and peaches.

PEACHES 


FRESH, TREE-RIPENED PEACHES FROM YOUR OWN TREES 
are most delicious. They are easily grown in either Eastern or 
Western Washington. They bear young and are very productive. 
Peach and apricot trees integrate well in your ornamental border, 
do not grow very large, and they are especially attractive in early 
spring when they are great masses of pink flowers. To prevent 
“Peach Leaf Curl’’, spray, first application in late October, second 
in late January and third in late February or before buds swell. 


Early Crawford. Rich red splashed and mottled with darker red 
and golden yellow. Flesh is beautiful and freestone. Matures 
in midseason. Vigorous and productive. 


Early Elberta. Improved Elberta, large yellow, red cheek, juicy, 
tender yellow flesh; freestone.

Lawrence (New). Ripens two to three weeks ahead of Pacific Gold 
and Rochester; similar to these Varieties in appearance and 
quality; comes into bearing early; productive; an attractive 
peach, recommended for home use, road-side stands and local 
markets. Freestone. $3.00. 


Redhaven (New). Ripens just after Lawrence, a few days ahead of 
of Pacific Gold and Rochester; most beautiful peach yet devel- 
oped; colors very early; good size; delicious flavor; good freezer; 
ideal peach to follow Lawrence in the garden and for the fresh 
fruit market. Freestone. $3.00. 

Rochester Improved. Large, red on yellow, very sweet, juicy, fine 
flavor, freestone.

They are excellent fruit for the home garden; easy to grow, bear 
heavily, and early; delicious fresh or preserved.

Fine for 
eating, preserving or drying. 


Lattarula. A sweet white fleshed fig of excellent flavor and quality.

FILBERTS 


The Pacific Northwest climate is ideal for growing Filberts (Im- 
proved Hazelnuts). They are productive in a wide variety of soils, 
if well drained, preferring a deep, fertile soil. Filberts are not a 
perishable crop, require no careful handling or cold storage. The 
nuts ripen in September and October and drop from the trees. 
They are raked together and spread out to dry in a warm room. The 
production of filberts in Western Washington and Western Oregon 
should continue to be increasingly profitable. 





BARCELONA FiLBERTS 


MAIN CROP VARIETIES 


Barcelona. A large, round nut, fully self-husking, rich in flavor. 
Very prolific when pollenized with about 15% Duchilly. Daviana 
and White Aveline are also good pollenizers for Barcelona. A 
strong, upright grower. Most widely planted of all filberts. 


Brixnut. Newer variety, large, good b2arer. 


DuChilly. A large, long nut, readily husked, finest of quality, often 
used as a main commercial crop; bears heavy when pollenized. 


POLLENIZERS FOR MAIN CROP 


In any filbert planting the pollenizer should be the centar tree 
in each square of nine trees, or one polleniz2r to nine main crop 
trees. Filberts are generally planted 25 feet apart each way, or 7/0 
trees to the acre. 


Montebella. Large round nut, pollenizer for Barcelona and Du- 
Chilly. 

White Aveline. Long nut, very thin shelled, excellent pollenizer 
for Barcelona and DuChilly; is in turn pollenized by Barcelona. 


ALMONDS 


Nonpareil. Sweet, large and full, thin shell. 
Drake. Medium large (pollenizer for Nonpareil) . 


WALNUTS 


Franquette. Grafted on Black Walnut roots; the large, thin shelled, 
improved English walnut. Also an excellent large shade tree.

BUILDING A LAWN 


In Western Washington the best period for lawn making is in 
early fall or spring. We would suggest planting seed either dur- 
ing August or September or during April and May. At this time 
the temperature is mild and rains help to develop a good stand. 
However, planting a lawn may be done earlier and later than this 
if weather is warm enough to make grass grow. In preparing soil, 
it should be dug about 6 inches deep, harrowed, or pulverized with 
rototiller and graded smoothly. If this is not practical, have the 
ground spaded thoroughly and leveled and raked perfectly smooth. 
To feed the grass, use Malmo Organic Fertilizer at the rate of 100 
pounds to each 1500 square feet. Work this natural plant food 
well into the soil and rake in smoothly. Broadcast the seed at the 
rate of | pound to each 200 square feet. It is advisable to sow 
across as well as up and down (using half quantity of seed for 
each sowing) to insure evenness of seeding. Cover seed by scat- 
tering 4 to Y2 inch of peat moss and then roll. While seed is 
germinating and the grass is young, care should be used, especially 
in dry weather, to see that the ground is kept moist. Watch it 
closely and sprinkle when necessary, sometimes as often as three 
times a day.
